U s small communities growing faster than cities 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - For the 
first time in recent American history 
the nation's small communities are 
growing faster than the cities, 
reversing decades of rapid urban 
growth. 
A new Census Bureau report on the 
changing metropolitan areas shows 
that while three-fourths of the popu­ 
lation lives in cities and their sur­ 
rounding suburbs, these have grown 
only 8 4 per cent since 1970. 
By comparison, nonmetropolitan 
areas have grown by 5.5 per cent 
Some of the fastest growing areas 
are in Florida, Arizona and southern 


New Jersey where retirem ent com­ 
munities have lured older persons 
Nevada and Utah, with their ex­ 
panding extertainm ent and rec 
reational facilities, have also grown 
considerably, the report says 
The census report shows that by 
mid-1974. an estim ated 155 million 
people lived in metropolitan areas, 
an increase of about 5 million since 
1970 About 5ft. 4 million people lived 
in small communities, an increase of 
about 2 9 million 
Largely because of a declining 
birth rate, the nation s growth has 
dropped from 1.2 per cent annually 


during the 1960s to eight-tenths of 
one per cent annually during the last 
four years. Census officials say. 
Don Starsinic, chief of the state 
and local populuation estim ates 
branch of the Census Bureau, said 
th a t governm ent dem ographers 
were startled by the changes in 
urban growth. 
“It really had us shaken up here.“ 
Starsinic said in an interview. “ It 
never occurred to us it was hap­ 
pening ” 
A lingering recession coupled with 
spiraling inflation are the biggest 
reasons for the rapid growth of 


southern and western states, he said 
“Smaller places are attracting 
people ’* he added “These are areas 
with less crowded conditions where 
people can live more cheaply. Cities 
have a reputation for being ex­ 
pensive. It costs less to live in the 
South than it does in the North And 
as these com m unities expand, 
employment opportunities increase 
because more services need to be 
provided. 
Another surprise in the report, 
Starsinic said, was that California 
has slowed to a growth rate of 4 4 per 
cent since 1970, much less than the 


previous decade. 
“The economics of the state have 
leveled off,'* Starsinic explained 
“ There aren't as many employment 
opportunities." He added that the 
depression of the aerospace industry 
“ took the bloom off some areas 
The census report shows that areas 
in the Northeast and midwestern 
states with their faltering urban 
centers have not been growing much 
at all. Some metropolitan areas 
which are actually losing population 
are in New York. Rhode Island. 
Pennsylvania. Kansas, West Vir­ 
ginia and the District of Columbia 


“ Why should people in non 
m etropolitan areas move to the 
cities if there are no jobs0 Starsinic 
asked “ People are now thinking that 
the ideal place to live is the small 
town. 
“ C ities ju st a re n 't the sam e 
anymore, You get to a point whore 
it's difficult to get the services you 
want. You wonder if it's worth the 
commute to get to the city. How 
much travel are people willing to 
take, and how much are people will­ 
ing to spend to live in the city?

WASHINGTON (AP) — Both the Democratic and 
Republican leaders of the Senate on Saturday urged 
prompt action on legislation to provide Americans with 
insurance against catastrophic illnesses. 
M ajority Leader Mike Mansfield, D-Mont , and 
Minority Leader Hugh Scott, R-Pa . said they felt such a 
measure would be a good first step toward an eventual 
national health insurance plan. 
The two leaders said they believed chances are good 
that a catastrophic-illness bill will be approved by the 
current Congress 
On Friday, Chairman Russell B. Long of the Senate 
Finance Committee also said he believes Congress will 
approve such a federal program this year. But he said he 
does not believe Congress will go along with part of 1 resi 
dent Ford’s proposal that would make catastrophic in­ 
surance available just for the elderly. 
Mansfield and Scott discussed the issue in a taped inter­ 
view show that Scott’s office produces and distributes to 
Pennsylvania broadcast stations. 
Scott asked his colleague what he thinks the chances 
are for a program of catastrophic illnes* insurance 
“ 1 would hope good,” Mansfield said. “ 1m glad that the 
President came out for catastrophic-illness legislation 
“ Personally, I would like to see national health legisla 
tion, but being a realist, I must say that it would be ex­ 
tremely difficult to achieve that goal this year, 
the 
Democratic leader added. 
. 
However, Mansfield said that a catastrophic-illness 
program is “ vital, needed, necessary . . . a first step 
and said he would work for its prompt passage, while atoo 
pressing for some eventual form of national health in 
surance.

TOKYO (AP) — Hua Kuofeng. the 
public security minister regarded by 
many observers as the most feared 
man in China, has been named acting 
premier to fill the poet left vacant by 
the death of Chou Enlai.

Hua s appointm ent, confirmed 
Saturday both by the official Hsinhua 
news agency and the C hinese 
Foreign Ministry in reply to queries 
by reporters in Peking, came as a 
complete surprise One key official 
in Washington said he was stunned 
by the news 
Other officials in Washington said 
the move reflected deep divisions 
within the Chinese hierarchy, but 
that changes in China s foreign 
poUcy and its attitude toward the 
United States were not immediately 
foreseen. 
Among the first Americans to have 
a chance to get acquainted with Hua 
in his new role will be former Presi­ 
dent Richard M, Nixon and his wife 
Pat. who are scheduled to visit China 
on Feb 21 
Many had expected that Vice 
Prem ier Teng Hsiao-ping. 71, who 
c a rrie d out m o st of th e r e ­ 
sponsibilities of prem ier while Chou 
was ill. would become the new 
premier, Chou died Jan 8 
Hua — whose age is variously 
reported to range from 54 to 65 — 
became minister of public security 
13 months ago. 
It is because of UUs position as 
head of Peking’s vast security ap­ 
paratus that Hua is known as the 
most feared man in China. 
The appointment coincides with a 
blistering attack Friday in the 
People » Daily on “capitalist road 
ru n n e rs“ w hich is view ed as 
c r i t i c i s m of t h e p o l i c y of 
pragmatism pursued by Chou and 
Teng 
Hua, who comes from Hunan the 
same province as Chairman Mao 
Tse-tung, is a member of China's rul­ 
ing Politburo.

TOKYO (AP) - The naming of 
Hua Kuo-feng as China * acting 
premier could mean that Teng 
Hslao-ptng is In a political dogfight 
with the radical Chinese left for the 
mantle of his old, protege, the late 
Premier Chou En-lai. 
A more extreme interpretation is 
that Teng, first vice premier and 
acting premier in everything but 
name during Chou’s long terminal 
illness, has for the second time come 


to the end of his political rope and is 
once more a victim of his extremist 
Cultural Revolution foes. 
The consequences of this hypo­ 
thesis are so alarming — it would 
signal a possible about face in mod­ 
erate Chinese domestic and interna­ 
tional politics — as to make it ap­ 
pear unlikely. 
A third possibility is that age and 
illness have taken their toll and the 
71-year-old Teng has decided to bow 
out of the premiership race volun­ 
tarily. Hua's age is variously 
reported to be between 54 and 65 
Finally — and this can only be in­ 
formed guesswork — Communist 
party Chairman Mao Tse-tung, 82, 
may fear that the struggle for the 
premiership and Chou s more impor­ 
tant No. 2 post in the party could 
erupt in violence. 
If so, he wants Hua, a trusted 
fellow Hunanese provincial, and 
minister of security, in charge until 
the dust settles. 


Given the turbulence of Chinese 
politics in recent years, it is difficult 
to avoid the conclusion that the 
radical left, led by Mao’s wife 
Chisng Ching, and the center, 
represented by Teng, are once again 
at each other’s throats following 
Chou’s death Jan S. 
At issue is the old chestnut of 
Chinese Communist politics — 
whether it is better to be theoretical 
or realistic. 
The left see Teng, heir to Chou’s 
moderate line in domestic and 
foreign affairs, as a threat to the 
gains in education, political orientia- 
tion and military affairs it won in the 
1966-69 Cultural Revolution. 
As a victim of that purge and as a 
pragmatist, Teng is committed to 
fulfill Chou's vision of bringing China 
into the industrial age by the turn of 
the century. In doing the job, he has 
little patience for leftist theorizing 
and once said it didn’t matter what 
kind of cat it was as long as it caught 
rats. 
A pet leftist project is education. 
As a result of the Cultural Revolu­ 
tion. peasants, soldiers and workers 
now are given priority in the nation s 
high schools and universities 
The realists don’t oppose this but 
say the old ways of intensive book 
study and less vocational work are 
needed to turn out the flood of 
engineers, scientists and architects 
required to lift China into the 21st 


century. 
The radicals also question whether 
Teng would maintain the controver­ 
sial program of shipping millions of 
educated youths from the city to the 
countryside. 


The radicals also want the army 
political, infused with the old Maoist 
guerrilla ideas. The realists agree, 
but insist that trained officers are es­ 
sential if the mechanized modern 
army is to result.

3rd world nations end parley; to 
pressure for new economic order 


MANILA, The Philippines (AP) — 
A major conference of Third World 
representatives ended Saturday with 
general agreement on pressuring the 
industrial countries for a “new inter­ 
national economic order.” 
But it left unsettled a fight among 
members over access of landlocked 
states to the sea and a proposal to set 
up a permanent conference office 
In a final document the ministers 
expressed impatience with the lack 
of progress so far and declared their 
“firm conviction to make full use of 
*the bargaining power of the devel­ 
oping countries, through joint ... ac­ 
tion” to gain a better deal for com­ 
modity producers They also sought 
reorganization of world industrial 
production and reform of the inter­ 
national monetary system. 
In speaking of bargaining and joint 


action, the ministers apparently 
referred to the power some Third 
World countries have through their 
control of oil production and other 
vital commodities. 


The conference, held in prep­ 
aration for negotiations with 
developed countries in Nairobi, 
Kenya, in May. left the Third World 
“more and better prepared" for the 
talks, Philippines Foreign Minister 
Carlos P. Romulo said. Romulo 
served as conference president. 


The Third World seeks more stable 
prices for the raw materials and 
commodities it produces and aid in 
industrialization to give it a larger 
share of the world’s wealth. So far 
the industrial world has resisted 
commodity price boosts, with some 
countries claiming they will con­ 


tribute to worldwide inflation. 
The declaration echoed previous 
Third World meetings at Algiers in 
1967 and Lima. Peru, in 1971 in*ex­ 
pressing impatience with the deepen­ 
ing economic difficulties of the poor 
and underdeveloped countries 


“With deep disappointment.” the 
delegates said, they noted that “very 
few concrete results have been ob­ 
tained ... that the developed 
countries have generally not im­ 
plemented the policy measures and 
fulfilled the commitments under­ 
taken and designed to improve the 
situation of developing countries ... 
that the relative position of the 
developing countries in the world 
economy ... has worsened.” 


The declaration added. “It is ... 
urgent to bring about radical 


changes in economic relations to es­ 
tablish new relations based on 
ju stice and equity which w ill 
eliminate the inequitable economic 
structures imposed on the develop­ 
ing countries, principally through the 
exploitation and marketing of their 
natural resources and wealth " 
Known as the Group of 77. the 
organ ization of Third World 
ministers started in 1964 at the first 
meeting of the United Nations 
Conference chi Trade and Develop­ 
ment Membership in the group in­ 
creased at later meetings and rose to 
110 with the admission of Romania at 
the current meeting 
During the debate the meeting was 
closed to reporters, and one official 
seized journalists’ sound system 
earphones 
Conference authorities 
gave no reason for barring reporters

Yugoslav 
diplomat 
assassinated 
FRANKFURT. West Germany 
(AP) — Two gunmen assassinated a 
Yugoslav diplomat in a hail of 
revolver bullets Saturday as the 45- 
vear-old father of two prepared to 
back his car out of the garage of his 
suburban home and drive to work 
Police said the identities of the 
killers of Consul Edvin Zdovc were 
unknown but did not rule out that the 
men were Croatian separatists The 
West German government says sev­ 
eral hundred extremists from the 
northw estern Yugoslav region 
around Zagreb operate in this 
country. 
A caller to a New York radio sta 
tion, WINS, said the Young Croatian 
Army for Freedom claimed respon 
sibility for the shooting. He also said 
the group had shot five other per­ 
sons in West Germany, but German 
officials had no such reports The 
same group claimed responsibility 
for a bombing at the Yugoslav diplo­ 
matic mission in New York last 
year

The tall, sinewy 
man with piercing blue 
eyes and set jaw had led 
New Hampshire militia at 
Bunker Hill; and he had 
fought hard at Trenton and 
Princeton. Yet the politi­ 
cians at Philadelphia had 
promoted a number of 
junior colonels to the rank 
of brigadier general, ig­ 
noring him. Proud, sen­ 
sitive and jealous of his 
honor, John Stark had 
angrily retired. 
But now there was a 
dangerous situation facing 
the Hampshire Grants 
(Vermont) and perhaps 
even New H am pshire 
itself A large British army 
under Gen. John Burgoyne 


had invaded New York 
from Canada. It was mak­ 
ing its way ponderously 
through the wilderness 
south of Lake Champlain, 
heading for Albany. There 
was talk that the enemy — 
increasingly pressed for 
supplies and horses — was 
planning an expedition into 
New England. 
Burgoyne s Indian allies 
had gotten out of hand, too 
Despite British efforts to 
restrain the natives, horri­ 
ble atrocities occurred 
News of these events 
naturally angered the set­ 
tlers. And the shooting and 
scalping of Jane McCrea, a 
beautiful white girl with 
long blonde hair, stirred up 
intense hatred of the in­ 
vaders. 
The PENNSYLVANIA 
EVENING POST (Aug. 12, 
1777) carried a report 
about Indian outrages: 
“The frequent injuries and 
horrible actions commit­ 
ted by his (Burgoyne s) 
scouting parties on single 
u n a r m e d 
men 
and 
defenceless women, are 
sufficient to give every 
man a thorough detesta­ 
tion of their whole con­ 
duct.” 
John Stark agreed to 
organize the militia, but

there was one single condi­ 
tion. It would be a New 
Hampshire feat«, and he 
would be accountable only 
to the General Court of the 
State. He would have 
no t h i n g to do wi t h 
Congress. Nor would he 
take orders from the Con­ 
tinental Army, especially 
f r o m t h a t “ d a m n e d 
Dutchman,” Gen. Philip 
Schuyler of New York 
It was no great task for a 
man of Stark s reputation 
to rally New Hampshire 
militia 
Within a week 
after accepting the com­ 
mission (July 18, 1777) he 
had recruited about 1500 
men, and by early August 
had moved them westward 
across the Connecticut 
River. At M anchester, 
Vermont, he found a force 
of Green Mountain Boys 
under the leadership of 
Seth Warner. 
General Schuyler, com­ 
mander of the Continental 
Army in the north, sent 
Maj. Gen Benjamin Lin­ 
coln with orders for Stark 
to march his forces toward 
the Hudson River to 
strengthen 
Schuyler’s 
army. 
Defiantly and 
emphatically John Stark 
refused to comply with the 
order. 
Instead he moved his 
men southward to Ben­ 
ni ngt on 
w h e r e

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Gen. John Stark and the Battle of Bennington 


A Patriot present at Ben­ 
nington reported in the 
PENNSYLVANIA EVEN ­ 
ING POST: “ This victory 
is thought by some to equal 
any that has happened dur­ 
ing the present controver- 
sy; 
and, as long a 
prudence, 
moderation, 
sobriety and valor are of 
any estimation . . will not 
fail to endear General 
Stark to them.“ 


boosted by Bennington. 
For John Stark it was a 
sweet if somewhat lucky 
victory, but he had won a 
smashing triumph over 
trained European soliders 
with undisciplined but 
determined militia, mostly 
innocent of the arts of war. 
Shortly, Congress commis­ 
sioned John Stark a 
brigadier general in the 
Continental Army. 


Hudson valley became 
more precarious as the 
gathering American forces 
threatened to cut his long 
supply line and block his 
route to Albany. In effect, 
Burgoyne never recovered 
from the battle of Ben­ 
nington. 
With the stage set for the 
defeat of the British at 
S arato g a, A m erican 
m orale was g re a tly 


tured much valuable equip* 
ment — several hundred 
muskets, four brass can­ 
non. about 250 swords and 
four ammunition wagons. 
Patriot losses totalled 
about 80 casualties. 
General Burgoyne had 
not only failed to obtain 
much needed supplies, but 
also had lost a sizable part 
of his army. In addition, 
his position in the upper 


with five bullet holes in his 
uniform) had to fall back. 
After dark he managed to 
escape with about two- 
thirds of his men. 
British losses in the Ben­ 
nington debacle were a 
bitter blow. Over 900 of the 
raiding forces failed to 
return: 207 were dead on 
the battlefield and 700 
prisoners had surrendered.

Americans had gathered a 
quanity of military sup- 
j 
plies. As events developed, 
it was a most fortunate 
decision. 
Burgoyne had first plan­ 
ned a foraging raid toward 
Manchester, Vt. Then he 
learned about rebel stores 
of food, ammunition, 
horses and oxen at Ben­ 
nington. Hoping to capture 
these supplies and animals r 
without much trouble, he 
sent out a mixed force of I 
about 800 men led by a 
German officer, Lt. Col. I 
Friedrich Baum. 
How fortunate for the I 
Americans that, because of 
his 
“ insubordination,” I 
John Stark’s small army 
was located at precisely 
the point to which Baum 
was heading! 
j 
Colonel Baum was hard­ 
ly a good choice to lead this 
mission. How a man un­ 
able to speak one word of 
English could manage a 
campaign in a region 
where he would find new 
friends is hard to under­ 
stand. In retrospect, 
however, it appears that 
the raid into Vermont was 
doomed from the start. As 
he proceeded, Baum got j 
news that made him ap­ 
prehensive, and he sent 
back for reinforcements 
He then pushed on toward 
Bennington. 
Vermont had never seen 
such a sight. Nor would she 
again. Along with some 
British grenadiers and In­ 
dians came a horseless 
German Dragoon regi­ 
ment. Waddling through 
the underbrush in their 
heavy thigh-high jack­ 
boots, the dragoons con­ 
stantly got their cumber­ 
some swords tangled in the 
bushes. And this strange 
invasion of Vermont was 
heralded by the music of a 
German military band! 


As Baum approached 
Bennington he teamed the 
truth of the matter. By now 
Stark had been joined by 
Verm ont 
and 
M as­ 
sachusetts men. The I 
Am erican force now 
numbered about 2,000. 
About 400 more militia un- I 
der Colonel Warner were 
ordered to hurry south 
from Manchester. The in- | 
ept Baum decided to take a I 
defensive position. He 
probably should have 
retreated immediately. 


Given this situation, 
John Stark was determined 
to attack before reinforce­ 
ments reached the royal 
forces, it was quite com­ 
mon then for commanders 
to stir up their men’s emo­ 
tions with battlefield 
oratory, and it was entirely 
in keeping with Stark's 
character for him to do so. 
Legend (often repeated) 
has it that as he prepared 
(or the assault, he mounted 
bis horse and shouted, 
“ See there men! There 
they are! We’ll beat them 
before night, or Molly 
Stark will be a widow ” 


In the action that 
followed (Aug 16, 1777), 
the enemy troops were 
routed with heavy losses 
by the Americans; Colonel 
Baum himself was mortal­ 
ly wounded. Except for the 
Indians, most of whom got 
a ^ y. practically all of the 
raiding force were either 
killed or captured. 
Although the elated militia 
immediately began looting 
and celebrating, 
the 
fighting was not all over 
that day near Bennington. 
A slow-moving relief 


detachment of about 650 
Hessians under Lt. Col. 
Heinrich Breymann, which 
had not arrived in time to 
save Baum, finally came 
upon the battle scene. This 
German was a tough 
fighter, and for a time he 
made things hot for the 
Americans. Fortunately,

The price of homes in Pomona is 
luring many buyers from the other 
Side of Kellogg Hill. 
So declared Ella Ruby, executive 
director of the Pomona Valley Board 
Df Realtors, in reporting that 577 
houses were sold within the city last 
year. These represented a combined 
Idles total of $15,944,366 There were 
no comparison figures on residential 
sales the previous year. 
The home sales were in addition to 
90me 500 homes owned by the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development which were sold in the 
valley during 1975. she added 
“Many of our buyers are coming 
from Covina. West Covina. Hacienda 
Heights, Rowland Heights and the 
north portion of Orange County," 
said Miss Ruby. 
"They are being attracted by the 


lower price of our homes, and they 
had better hurry if they want to con 
tinue to take advantage,” she 
warned. 
Compared to homes in Covina and 
West Covfna, Miss Ruby said houses 
in Pomona are selling for about 
$5,000 to $8,000 less. 
"It Is impossible to find a two 
bedroom home for under $25,000 in 
Covina or West Covina But for the 
last six months, the two bedroom 
homes in Pomona have been selling 
for about $20,000. 
"And the $5,000 savings, financed 
by a nine or 9 4 per cent interest rate 
over a 30 year period, is a lot of 
money,” she added. 
Because of the large number of 
buyers crossing Kellogg Hill, this is 
driving up the price of Pomona 
homes, she explained. “These buyers 
are finding they can get more for 


their money in Pomona.” 
Many of the persons selling their 
homes here are remaining in the 
area. “We have a great number of 
contingency sales where home sales 
won't close and possession isn’t 
given until escrow closes on the 
home the seller is buying,” she said 
“This indicates that many owners 
are moving from larger to smaller 
homes. These usually involve 
parents whose children are grown 
and who want out of the larger home. 
They find they don’t need all that 
room.” 
The size of homes sold last year in­ 
clude: two bedroom, 85 sold for a 
combined total of $1,646,350. three 
bedt-oom, 387. $9,404,866; 
four 
bedroom. 99. $2,732,500. and over 
four bedroom, six, $160,650. 
The large number of three and 
four-bedroom homes sold indicates 


that many families are moving to 
Pomona or couples with children are 
moving from apartments, said Miss 
Ruby Usually a couple with two or 
three children will not settle for a 
smaller home. 
, 
Regarding the two bedroom homes 
sold, she said many single persons — 
including those divorced — are 
purchasing homes to obtain the tax 
deductions and for an investment 
“It is becoming more popular for 
unmarried persons to buy homes. In 
many cases, women are buying 
together to share expenses ” 
In such cases, there are a number 
of wavs for the joint buyers to take 
title to the homes to protect 
themselves, she explained. “Joint 
tenancy is not the only way.” 
Comparing sales the first six 
months with the second six months. 
Miss Ruby said the prices increased 
on two, three and four-bedroom 


homes while the listing 
decreased on the three and 
bedroom homes 


Realtors sold 51 two bedroom 
homes the first six months and 34 the 
second six months. The average 
sales price increased from $18,626 to 
$19,368 during the comparison 
periods The average market time 
increased from 91 to 93 days. 


For the three bedroom homes, 209 
were sold the first period and 178 the 
second period. The average sales 
price went from $23,823 to $24,301 
while the market time dropped from 
79 to 76 days. 
Realtors sold 51 four bedroom 
homes the first period and 48 the se­ 
cond period. The average price in­ 
creased $503, from $27,096 to $27,601. 
The listing time dropped from 83 to 
76 days. 


For homes with more than four 
bedrooms, Realtors sold five the 
first period These had an average 
sales price of $27,910 During the se­ 
cond period, one was sold for $26,775 
The average market time dropped 
from 91 to 66 days. 
The significance of the Pomona 
home sales is noted in the Pomona 
board's total sales of $51 million for 
the year in Pomona. Claremont, La 
Verne and parts of San Dimas and 
Diamond Bar The $51 million in­ 
cluded h ouses, co m m ercia l 
buildings, industrial buildings and 
vacant land 
Miss Ruby attributed the healthy 
residential sales market on the city 
“catching up ’ with itself. 
"Pomona is no longer the small 
town that it used to be We are grow­ 
ing to a modern city. During the past 
few years we have had our growing 
pains.”

Labor unions in public schools? 
That’s right They’re being organ­ 
ized right now in Pomona and 
throughout California. 
It’s allowed under the new collec­ 
tive bargaining law, SB 160 or the 
Radda Act. It means that labor union 
representatives will negotiate 1976- 
77 contracts for their members with 
school boards and school board 
representatives. 
The new law repeals the old 
Winton Act under which school 
boards were required to meet and 
confer with employes, and it covers 
all full-time school employes from 
kindergarten through junior college 
except management and confiden­ 
tial employes. 
In the Ppmona school district 
about 150 employes are exempt from 
joining a union because they are 
designated as management and 
another 30 may not join because they 
are d esign ated co n fid en tia l 
employes. 
This leaves some 1,310 regular and 
adult school teachers and 414 full­ 
time classified or non-teaching 
employes who will be unionized. 
The collective bargaining law is to 
be administered and enforced by a 
new state agency, the Educational 
Employment Relations Board 
(EERB). 
Gov. Edmund Brown Jr. has ap­ 
pointed three people to serve full­ 
time on this board. They are 
Reginald H. Alleyne Jr. of Los 
Angeles, a black labor arbitrator and 
law professor, former Assemblyman 
Kay Gonzales of Sacramento; and 
Mrs. Jerilou H. Cossack 31, Los 
Angeles, now on the staff of the 
National Labor Relations Board. 
They are to be approved by the slate 
Senate. 
The first step in the unionization 
process is called petitioning 
Unions wishing to represent an 
employe group must petition 
members erf that group The union 
which obtains signatures of 50 per 
cent plus one member of the given 
group may present that petition to 
management, or the superintendent 
of schools, agent for the school 
board. Petitions may not be 
presented to the district until after 
April 1. 
The district must recognize the 
petitioning organization after a 15- 
day posting period, provided no 
challenging organization submits a 
petition 
if two or more petitions are filed in 
the same labor unit EERB will 
automatically call an election, 
listing on the ballot those orgamza 
lions it determines are qualified to 
participate There also would be a 
spot on the ballot for those who wish 
to vote for no representation The 
organization receiving the majority 
of votes cast would be certified by 
EERB as the sole and exclusive 
representative (or that employe unit 
In Pomona only one organization is 


petitioning teachers. That is the 
Associated Pomona Teachers, a 
chapter of the California Teachers 
Association 
However, Pomona’s classified 
employes (clerical, custodian, food 
services w orkers) are being 
petitioned by the California School 
Employes Association, the School 
Employes International Union and 
the American Federation of School 
and Municipal Employes. 
“This will probably result in an 
election,” said acting schools Supt. 
Sidney G. Moses and, if employes 
form splinter groups by trade or oc­ 
cupation, could result In possibly 
more than one union representing 
classified employe®. 
" xS rvr" 
Moses, named acting superinten­ 
dent last October when Robert E. 
Wentz resigned, has served as 
school board s repre#eitfllPM 
w 
teacher negotiation# since his 
arrival. 
He said be sees no trauma at all 
with the unionization among the 
teachers or the negotiations to 
follow. 
Pomona 8 public school teachers 
this year have for the first time a 
“memorandum of agreement 
or 
master contract which actually 
leaves very little distance for them 
to cover under collective bargain­ 
ing, Moses said. 
The scope of bargaining under the 
law is limited to wages, hours, health 
and welfare benefits, leave and 
transfer policies, safety conditions of 
employment, class size, evaluation 
procedures, organization security 
and grievance arbitration. 
It gives certificated employe 
(teacher) representatives the right 
to meet ami confer on the definition 
of educational objectives, the 
determination of the content of 
courses and curriculum and the 
selection of textbooks 
All these areas are covered In the 
master contract 
A strike remains an illegal act un­ 
der the new law as It was under the 
Winton Act. 
In case of Impasse the law calls for 
mediation, fact-finding and voiun 
tary arbitration, leaving the final 
decision and control with the govern­ 
ing body, the school board 
It would allow binding arbitration 
by an outside, impartial third party 
to adjust and determine individual 
grievances which are not satisfac­ 
torily settled within the district 
Staff time has been the largest 
expenditure in Pomona schools in 
preparing for collective bargaining 
procedures, Moses said Last fall the 
school board earmarked $60,000 to 
employ attorney Elaine Canty and a 
secretary and establish and equip an 
office to assist with handling 
negotiations. 
Top administrators and school 
board members have had ui-service 
training from labor law attorney Bill 
Kay of the firm of Paterson and 
Taggart to prepare for their roles as 


negotiators under the new law 
Moses does not see the new law as 
being “all good.” 
“Collective bargaining,” he said, 
“is built strictly for the purpose of 
getting things for employes that they 
do not now have. It's a one-way 
street. Management gets nothing 
back. As far as the economic factor 
goes, it's give all the time. That’s 
what will cost the taxpayers " 
He noted that it costs $160.000 to 
give district employes a 1 per cent 
pay raise. This current school year 
they received raises amounting to 
84 per cent. 
“This Is why we re beginning to 
favor categorical 
(federal-state 
mogfy which must be spent on 
* programs) aide It used to be we 
objected to being told what we had to 
a 
do with money. Now administrators 
in 
are saying U s not all bad aoymore 
because we cannot use that money to 
increase salaries.”

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'Hot' ideas 
to save fuel 


Not only has the high cost of housing placed home 
ownership out of reach for millions of Americans, 
but many people who already own homes are 
finding the cost of running them taking increasingly 
large chunks out of their household budgets. 
Addressing a meeting of the National Association 
of Home Builders in Dallas the other day, Guy O. 
Mabry, vice president of Owens-Corning Fiberglass 
Corp., cited the case of a New Jersey homeowner 
whose annual fuel bills were almost as high as his 
mortgage payments and warned that “heating and 
cooling a house may soon become a luxury, unless 
the nation's builders take immediate steps to effec­ 
tively reduce home energy consumption.” 
Mabry calls for a home energy efficiency rating 
system , sim ilar to D etroit’s m iles-per-gallon 
designation, to help consumers. Just as m.p.g. has 
become the watchword of new car buyers, “e .p .m ’’ 
(energy-per-month) costs are fast becoming the 
major concern of today’s new home buyer, he says. 


For starters, a doubling of current Federal Hous­ 
ing Administration minimum standards for insula­ 
tion in attics, walls and floors "would have an im­ 
mediate impact in lowering home energy consump­ 
tion.” 
This, of course, would mean more business for 
the makers of insulation and less business for the 
energy utilities. But the latter are in little danger of 
running out of customers for all the energy they can 
provide in the foreseeable future. 
There are also other energy-saving steps builders 
can take, such as double-paned windows, insulated 
doors with magnetic weatherstripping and tighter 
construction to reduce air infiltration. 
Nor need the low “e.p.m .” house cost more, says 
Mabry. For instance, the use of 2-by-6 studs on 24- 
inch centers, instead of the traditional 2-by-4 studs 
on 
16-inch centers, would both accommodate 
thicker insulation and save significantly on lumber 
costs. 
In addition, because of a more efficient “thermal 
envelope,” heating, ventilating and air-conditioning 
equipment could be a much lower capacity. 
There is a public as well as private stake in the 
more efficient use of our energy resources. 
Taxpayers are turning down bond issues Schools 
are closed to community use during off-hours. 
Public buildings must close early. Not all of this is 
due to the cost of energy, to be sure, but energy is 
an important factor. 
It will take ingenuity if money-short communities 
are to survive this era of scarce and expensive 
energy, and architects and builders are, in fact, 
developing new concepts in structural design, fur­ 
nishing and maintenance to meet the challenge, as 
well as making more use of old ones.

Education and schools 
Dear Editor: 
I am very discouraged with 
schools and the school system in 
general. They ask and usually get the 
money they request, supposedly for 
better education, but gives the 
teachers a reason to ask for larger 
increases in pay. 
In the last several years, there has 
been large sums of money spent on 
raises for teachers, also modern 
schools has been built, but very little 
accomplished regarding pupils being 
taught the three R’s The pupils have 
very little incentive to improve their 
attitude toward trying to learn, 
because they will be passed 
regardless of their grades. I believe 
the pupils should be informed that if 
their grades are not up to standard 
they could fail. 1 am not in favor of 
lowering the standards, because it 
makes the teacher look good, and is 
of no benefit to the pupil. If a teacher 
has more than three failures, her 
next contract should not be renewed. 
I, for one, would stand behind the 
school for not renewing the contract. 
I have read several articles in 


newspapers regarding high school 
graduates who can only read at se­ 
cond and third grade levels, which 
indicates several teachers along the 
way weren’t much more than high 
priced student sitters. I know several 
persons who have worked out of 
state, but their employers were 
based in California, and their 
children all had to go back at least 
one grade in the schools in the states 
they were working in. 
The use of phonics in learning to 
read has gone out the window, and 
students are suffering in their 
reading ability. It affects their 
ability in properly trying to spell the 
words, and pronunciation of words, 
the use of a dictionary to learn its 
meaning and definition. The ability 
to read is very important , because it 
involves all other school subjects. 
How is a person able to take tests 
without being able to read and un­ 
derstand the questions0 Especially 
the final examination 
I have an idea that might help, but 
not the total solution. When I at­ 
tended school a few years ago. wc 
had two semesters a year. This could

WASHINGTON — Government 
documents, intended for official eyes 
only, describe how a 1419 million 
irrigation project has brought a chill 
to the once warm friendship between 
the United States and Canada 
The project, known as the 
Garrison Diversion, is located on the 
border between Canada and North 
Dakota. Designed as a multipurpose 
water system, it will irrigate 250.(100 
acres when it is completed in 1990 
Canadian officials and congres­ 
sional critics charge the Garrison 
project will route dirty water into 
Canada This would violate a 1909 
treaty, which prohibits the U.S. and 
Canada from polluting one another s 
waterways. 
The main support for the project 
comes from North Dakotan farmers, 
who are thirsty for needed, new 
water sources. But Canadian 
farmers and conservationists fear 
that both crops and wildlife will be 
endangered by the project’s extern 
sive irrigation system 
To soothe Canadian fears, the U.S. 
agreed in 1974 to hold up construction 
on sections of the Garrison project 
that m ight a ffect C anada's 
waterways 
The issue has been referred to the 
International 
Joint Commission 
(UC). the body charged with settling 
border disputes between the U S and 
Canada 
Government documents indicate 
that the U.S. Bureau of Reclamation 
is violating the moratorium even 
while the IJC is still studying the 
problem 
The Bureau has already acquired 
land and started construction on the 
McClusky Canal and bonetree Reser­ 
voir, two components of the Garrison 
project. The canal and reservoir will 


link up with a shared Canadian- 
American river, which will route the 
polluted water into Canada 
THC U.S. ha«' conceded privately 
that the link up could cause a 
“Potentially serious and costly dis­ 
pute with Canada The State Depart­ 
ment has delivered a memo to Presi­ 
dent Ford’s national security ad­ 
viser, Maj Gen. Brent Scowcroft. 
warning: 
“Data provided by the Bureau of 
Reclamation indicate that irrigation 
return flows from the (Garrison) 
project will adversely affect the 
Souris and Red Rivers. 
“These adverse effects, if not 
mitigated, are likely to violate our 
obligations . . . of the Boundary 
Waters Treaty not to pollute waters 
flowing into Canada ” 
Despite this blunt warning, w»»rk is 
continuing on the controversial link­ 
up This has brought a hot, private 
letter from Rep. William Moorhead, 
D-Pa , 
whose 
subcom m ittee 
oversees the Garrison project 
“It is difficult to understand," be 
wrote to Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger, “how the United States 
can justify construction of a project 
which is certain to result in a treaty 
violation.” 
A State Department spokesman 
acknowledged that the McClusky and 
Lonetree construction is proceeding 
but claimed these features could be 
used for “purely domestic pur­ 
poses “ 
However, Deputy A ssistant 
Secretary of State Richard Vine, who 
is responsible for Canadian affairs, 
conceded to our reporter Julia Rose 
that he had not seen any plans for 
purely domestic uses but was relying 
upon the “assurances'’ erf the Bureau 
of Reclamation. He insisted that the 


U.S. won’t violate its treaty with 
Canada 
Therefore, if the IJC should report 
that the Garrison project will pollute 
Canadian waterways much of the 
costly construction will have to be 
scrapped.

SALEM, N.H. — (NEA) — Eunice Shriver was 40 
minutes late in arriving at the local Senior Citizens 
Center. Standing on bare floors, amid paint-peeling walls 
and under a spiral of flypaper, she told the elderly people 
they had a “lovely place.” Then she removed her coat, 
revealing a flawlessly hand-knit frock the cost of which 
doubtless exceeded the monthly income of any in atten­ 
dance. 
But what was most disastrous about the appearance 
here of the wife of Democratic presidential candidate 
Sargent Shriver was. in the words of one present “she 
didn't tell us anything.” She shook hands exchanged 
pleasantries, moved from face to face Uke a kindly WAC 
officer inspecting the troops — and then left. What about 
the Social Security controversy, what about rumored 
Medicare cutbacks, what about tax relief for elderly 
home owners. Mrs. Shriver was mum 
She did of course make a brief pitch for her husband and 
introduced her inevitable sister, Pat Lawford, but her in­ 
nocuous visit served mainly to raise again a never settled 
campaign question: What is the purpose of stumping 
wives, and in any event do they do any good? 
Put to Mrs. Shriver at the Center here, she said the 
question is a fair one to which she has no answer In her 
case her Kennedy kinship (she is, of course, the sister o( 
Senator Ted) probably muddles an easy assessment. She 
is at least as well known as her candidate husband. And in 
fact, her Kennedy connection regularly gains her more 
local media attention than the candidate himself. On the 
other hand, her family ties can be detrimental, one sep­ 
tuagenarian here said he didn’t mind Mr. Shriver “but I 
never trust his woman ” 
Campaign officers usually are optimists about elec­ 
tioneering wives. Particularly if they are personable 
Maria Carrier, New Hampshire coordinator of the Morris 
Udall bid, says Mrs. UdaU’s appearances give voters a 
look at the congressman’s private side, “and for people 
who want to know as much about a candidate as possible 
this is all to the good.” Actually, times are such that if a 
candidate’s wife were not appearing, suspicions would 
arise. Already Hubert Humphrey is trying to squelch 
rumors that his wife Muriei is balking at the idea of leav­ 
ing her home for another White House race. 
It is of course possible for spouses to become issuer in 
their own right during campaigns. Sen. Edmund Muskie 
suffered severely when rumors were passed in New 
Hampshire's 1972 primary that his wife enjoyed her cups 
too much. And this time around candidate Fred Harris 
wife LaDonna is feared by many in this state as a radical 
feminist, although many others view her as of better 
presidential timber than her husband. Then there was (be 
wife some years ago here who was described as “talking 
like a street walker and acting even worse"; she is eooly 
remembered as having had “all the sensitivity of a 
pickax." 
For all the risks, no candidate this year is without a 
campaigning Mrs (except Eugene McCarthy, who is 
separated). Moreover, most candidates have enlisted 
other family members, if for no other reason than they 
usually work without renumeration President Ford has 
gone so far as to cut short the skiing vacation of in* 
daughter Susan, his hope being she can help his effort in 
New Hampshire. Ford has not asked his son Jack to cam­ 
paign, however, that kid having been repeatedly quoted as 
saying he hopes old dad loses the election. 
For Mrs. Shriver’s part, she says she tries to do her 
bait for her husband, avoiding at all coats embarrassing 
controversies. She says she not only stumps for him but 
adds personal input to his election strategy When a>ke<1 
questions about ssues. she says she normally gives hi* 
opinions instead of her own; "almost always, our opinions 
on these things are the same — ALMOST always 
But does she do any good? She did with her brother 
John, she did with other brothers Robert and Edward but 
the odds are against her doing much for her face-in the 
crowd husband.

D EAR A.E.: The danger from blindness would depend 
on many factors ranging from the weather to the breed of 
dog. Under average circumstances, snow blindness is not 
a great hazard for the canine. However, a prominent-eyed 
breed such as the boxer (whose eyes are not protected as 
are those, say, of the Llhasa > would certainly be a greater 
risk as a sufferer from such eye damage.

zoster does not give immunity to 
further attacks, and the likelihood of 
a second attack to about the same as, 
if not slightly greater than, that of 
having suffered the first.” 
Perhaps the account you read con­ 
tributed to the widespread mistaken 
idea that an attack of shingles con- 
feres immunity In any case it isn't 
so It is quite possible for you to have 
another attack of shingles 
Time marches on and with it our 
knowledge constantly increases.

DEAR DR LAM B - For many 
years, once in a while, a spray of 
saliva comes out of my mouth Could 
you tell me what this to? 
D EAR REA D ER - It is saliva 
The salivary glands store some 
saliva and they have a duct or open­ 
ing in the mouth When one of these 
glands is squeezed by pressure, as in 
opening the mouth or other muscular 
movements, stored saliva will squirt 
out just as if you squezed on a bulb

Moth repellent 
cheap and easy

Now that It's nearly time to pack away woolens (or the 
spring and summer months, you should be thinking about 
a good moth repellent Those pesky critters go through a 
wardrobe leaving nothing but chewed up possessions. 
When the time comes to wear that favorite sweater 
(perhaps a Christmas present) it may be a seelhrough 
style because the moths found it a favorite, too Here's a 
simple, inexpensive way to protect your woolens 
Cut cardboard strips about two inches by four inches 
and punch a hole near die center of the top edge Now 
you li need one pound of paradichlorobenzene (don't let 
this even-syllable word scare you. ask lor moth crystal! 
at your hardware store ami you'll have it). Put the 
Paradichlorobenzene in the top of a double boiler < the 
amount depends on how many cards you plan to coat) anc 
turn on heat When the material has melted dip the' card* 
into it repeatedly, allowing cooling between each dip. un 
til a coating of abuur one fourth inch has built up on eacl 
side of the card Note Paradichlorobenzene is moderate 
ly toxic and vapors are irritating to eyes Melt in a well 
ventilated area such as under a stove exhaust fan Ston 
excess material in airtight glass or plastic jar 
The cost of making your own moth repellent is seve 
cents an ounce

After the 1969 season, the Pilots 
entered bankruptcy and were sold to 
Milwaukee in March, 1970 Since 
then, the state. King County and 
Seattle have pursued baseball in an 
effort to get a tenant Tor the 
Kingdome, the new stadium which 
will open next month. 
The governments had brought a 
132.5 million damage suit against the 
league and its owners for transferr- 


ing the Pilots. The suit will be reces­ 
sed next week until the new team 
opens play in 1977 
Smith said the price of the 
franchise was about $5.53 million, 
similar to what Pacific Northwest 
Sports, Inc., paid for the Pilots in 
1968 
“ We feel we’ve got a very good 
deal," he said. 
He admitted the pressure of the 
lawsuit was a factor at a time when 
the National Football League is sell­ 
ing its franchises for $16 million 


“ If there wasn't a lawsuit, we 
probably wouldn't have baseball

But Casper, the 44-year-old winner 
of 51 tour titles, was making no vic­ 
tory predictions in this 90-hole, five- 
day, fourcourse event

Sheila Young adds bronze to silver, gold

Young, a world class athlete who in 
three days has established herself as 
one of the top all-time Olympians, 
became the first American ever to 
win three medals in one Winter 
Games Saturday.

Meanwhile, East Germany won 
four gold medals and the Russians 
won two as the two ( ommumst-bloc 
nations began to assert their ex­ 
pected domination of the X II Winter 
Games. After Saturday’s com­ 
petition the two Eastern European 
nations had won nine of 12 gold 
medals, and 20 of the 36 medals 
awarded. 


Meanwhile, the fiercely com­ 
petitive East Germans, backed by 
millions of dollars in government 
subsidy that provide for year-round 
training and top facilities, won gold 
medals in the 70-meter ski jump, the 
two-man bobsled and men’s and 
women s luge competition 


of Los Angeles 
The finish of Miss Babiloma and 
G ardner exceeded th eir ex­ 
pectations and boosted their hopes 
for the future. 
Also on Saturday, the American 
national anthem was played for the 
first time, as Miss Young beamed 
proudly in receiving her gold medal 
from Friday’s 500-meter race. 


But their expected superiority was 
overshadowed by Miss Young, a 25- 
year-old bundle of determination 
who won the bronze medal in the 
women 8 1,000-me ter speed skating 
race Saturday, and by her team­ 
mate, Leah Pouios, who won the 
silver medal in the same race. 


Adding the brunze to her gold 
medal at 500 meters and the silver at 
1,500 meters Miss Young reached a 
pinnacle never attained by an 
American in the 52-year history of 
this snow and ice festival of inter­ 
national com petition. 
Three 
Americans had won two gold medals 
in a Winter Games, but none had won 
three total medals 
Miss Young, a two-time world 
champion tn speed skating and a 


Russia's Tatiana Averina, holder 
erf 12 world speed skating records, 
won the women s 1,006-meter race 
ahead of Misses Pouios and Young It 
was Miss Pouios first medal of the 
Games and gave the Americans a 
total of five. 
In another event Saturday, Helena 
Takaio of Finland woo the women’s 
five-kilometer cross-country ski 
race the first gold medal of the 
Games for her country. In the cross­ 
country, in luge, the ski jump and 
bobsledding, the Americans fared 
poorly, finishing no higher than 14th 
in any event 
And in Saturday night s final 
event, the heavily-favored Russian 
duo of Irina Kudnina and Aiexsandr 
Zaitsev won the gold medal ui pairs’ 
figure skating Two East German 
couples were second and third.

Players winning major showdowns with owners

Call them the Seven 
Days of February—a 
rem arkable week of 
dramatic developments in 
the legal entanglements 
and crisis atmosphere that 
comprise the business of 
sports today. 
And in each one, the 
athletes won the show­ 
down, solidifying their 
roles as the new power 
base in the world of fun and 
games. 
It started in Philadelphia 
when the National Basket­ 
ball Association decreed 
its own Declaration of 
Independence for the 
players as the price of an 
out of court settlement for 
a long standing law suit. 
Then, in Kansas City, a 
federal judge upheld the 
arbitration ruling that 
awarded free agent status 
to pitchers Andy Messer- 
smith and Dave McNally, | 
much to the consternation 
of the baseball estab­ 
lishment 
Later, the World Hockey 
Association's Minnesota 
Fighting Saints were sold 
for the technical price of 
$1. That was all the new 
owners had to pay for the 
franchise The rest of their 
initial capital of $130,000 
was used to m eet the 
payroll, a little techni­ 
cality that had been oc­ 
casionally overlooked until 
the sale. 
Two other ailing teams, 
the WHA’s C leveland 
Crusaders and the Viginia 
Squires of the American 
Basketball Association, 
were bailed out with a 
fresh injection of funds 
Nowhere was the new 
order in sports clearer last 
week than in New York's 
Roosevelt Hotel, where the 
Grand Ballroom was used 
for some law students 
studying for their bar ex­ 
a m s in ste a d of th e 
National Football League s 
college draft. The draft, 
scheduled for Tuesday and 
Wednesday, was postponed 
pending the outcome of 
suits filed last month by 
the NFL's new Seattle and 
Tampa franchises 
The NFL, of course, got 
stung in the courts at the 
end of December when a 
Minnesota judge struck 
down its option compensa 
tion clause com m only 
known as the Bozelle Rule 
And it was the option or 
reserve clause that was at 
the heart of the week s 
landm ark a c tio n s in 
basketball 
and baseball 
The NBA, wishing to avoid 
a fatal courtroom show 
down, reached a com 
promise with its players 
Baseball, continuing in the 
words erf Marvin Miller, 
head of the Major League 
Players Association, to 
l it ig a t e 
in ste a d 
of 
negotiate, lost another 
round in its reserve clause 
battle 
The basketball settle­ 
ment had several unique 
features in it. One of those 
virtually abolishes the op­ 
tion clause after this 
season 
In its place, the 
clubs have the right of first 
refusal. That means a 
player who has gained free 
agent status after his op­ 
tion year must give his old 
team an opportunity to 
match any contract terms 
he may be offered by 
another team . If his 
original team meets the 
figure, the player must 
stay with the team 
On the college draft the 
agreement provides that 
any player selected may 
sign either a one-year con­ 
tract with a one-year op­ 
tion or a multi year con­ 
tract with no option Or he 
may net sign at a ll, 
preferring to sit out a year 
and then have his name 
returned to the list of draft 
eligibles the following 
year 
If he is still not 
satisfied following the se­ 
cond draft, he may »t out 
another year aed then 


become a free agent, able 
to sell his services to the 
highest bidder. 
There will be no com­ 
pensation for teams losing 
players via the option route 
and the owners will pay 
damages for past practices 
and all costs incurred by 
the players since the suit 
was instituted in 1970. 
The whole agreement is 
subject to renegotiation 
after 11 years but the prac­ 
tices that were wiped out 
with this agreement cannot 
be reinstated 
The price seemed expen­ 
sive but the compromise 
delivered peace to the tur­ 


bulent pro basketball world 
and left the door open for a 
possible future m erger 
between the NBA and 
ABA. 
Meanwhile, 
however, 
there seemed to be no 
peace on the baseball 
horizon. The basic agree­ 
ment expired Dec. 31 and 
the Players Association 
and owners have held 
sporadic negotiation ses­ 
sions since then. But no 
real progress was made 
with both sides awaiting 
the outcome of the Kansas 
City suit. When Judge John 
W. Oliver’s ruling was an­ 
nounced Wednesday, it 


sent another tremendous 
sh o c k w a v e 
th rou gh 
baseball. 
Judge Oliver found that 
arbitrator Peter Seitz had 
acted properly when he set 
Messersmith and McNally 
free after the two pitchers 
did not sign 1975 contracts 
The players had per­ 
formed last season under 
th e o n e -y e a r o p tio n 
renewal clauses of their 
contracts and argued that 
they had completed their 
obligations to their clubs 
and were now free agents. 
The owners argued that the 
contracts could be re­ 
newed every year. First 


Arbitrator Seitz and then 
Judge Oliver agreed with 
the players. 
Now baseball can either 
appeal the ruling to a 
higher authority—the Cir­ 
cuit Court would be the 
next legal stop—or accept 
the Players Association of­ 
fer to negotiate the reserve 
system and option issue in 
collective bargaining with 
the rest of the questions 
that must be settled. 
At stake Is the opening of 
spring training. 
Most 
teams bring pitchers and 
catchers into training 
camps in Florida, Arizona 
and California in the final 


week of February. But If 
no agreement is reached 
between the owners and 
players, there is a good 
chance the camps will not 
open on time. 
And while the baseball 
owners continued their war 
of words with the players, 
the Am erican League 
acted to stall legal action 
on another front. The 
league gave notice of plans 
to install an expansion 
team in Seattle for the 1977 
season provided several 
details can be worked out. 
One of those details 
would be the settlement of 
a $32 5 million suit being 


pursued against baseball 
by the city of Seattle, the 
state of Washington and 
King County over the sud­ 
den departure in 1970 of the 
P ilots, who moved to 
Milwaukee . 
But the AL’s formal 
notice of its expansion 
plans was one of the week s 
le ss aw esom e d e v e l­ 
opments.

“Build fast” and “buy 
* now' because bousing will 
do a mid-1976 about-face 
*■ from a high demand, short 
' supply market to a super 
competitive market with 
higher prices and higher 
interest rates. 
That prediction was of­ 
fered by two executives of 
Walker and Lee, Inc., at 
the Building Industry As­ 
so c ia tio n ’s S ales and 
Marketing Council meeting 
held in Anaheim. 
While predicting a good 
year for the housing in­ 
dustry, George Fulton, 
vice president of corporate 
* marketing, and Steve Auld, 
vice president of develop­ 
ment services, cautioned 
that Its personality for a 
given development will 
change drastically at mid­ 
year. 
During the first half, 
they added, the mythical 
“ average 
development 
will make two-thirds of its 
1976 sales as homesitopper 
interest is high, interest 
rates are low and there is a 
general feeling of con- 
* fidence and recovery. 
They believe that during 
this time there will be a 
shortage of available new 
houses because enough 
builders didn’t start gear­ 
ing up soon enough for the 
upswing 
“ During the summer, 
many new projects will 
come onto the market but 
most will be too late for the 
^spring flood of home- 
buyrrs’ interest,” said Ful­ 
ton “They’ll stil be lots of 
buyers, but total sales will 
be divided up among more 
developments.” 
Fulton advised shoppers 
not to wait for a “buyer’s 
market.” 
He predicted 
- that construction costs will 
be up at least 10 per cent 
when the “new full crop" 
** of homes come* on the 
u market. Interest rates then 
P probably will be above nine 
per cent again, he added 
“So builders should build 
p their approved projects 
last, getting them on the 


market as soon as possible. 
And if home-shoppers can 
find what they want in 
today’s selection, they 
should buy now before 
homes get scarce and 
prices and interest rates go 
u p ” 
Predicting a IS per cent 
increase in California 
housing starts in 1976 for a 
total of 150,00 units, Fulton 
said today’s slow growing 
economy is ideal for the 
housing market 
Money is available, 
buyer attitude is good, 
resistance to growth is 
softening because of hous­ 
ing pressures, and people 
are focusing on the basics 
— particularly a home 
“Interest rates will inch 
downward to about 8*4 per 
cent — maybe 8*4 — by 
mid year but probably will 
climb rapidly in the last 
half to 9 or 9V* percent 
They may go even higher 
in 1977, depending on the 
economy. 
“And more variable rate 
loans will be offered, but 
they probably won’t be 
well accepted generally.” 
Summarizing the general 
conditions, Auld showed a 
graph of the last two 
decades and detailed how 
home sale trends follow a 
four-year cycle, peaking in 
presidential election years 
and “bottoming” in con­ 
gressional election years. 
“This is an up year,” 
said Auld. “Housing inven­ 
tories are down, activity 
and demand are high. 
M oney is e a sie r and 
cheaper We have a good 
resale market, tow rental 
vacancies and rising rents, 
a good political-economic 
climate, and no major civil 
unrest The stock market 
has been doing some good 
things recently and it 
probably will continue to 
rise until fall. This helps 
buyer confidence.” 
Looking at other factors 
pointing to a generally 
good year for bousing, Auld 
said that when strong de­ 
mand for housing exists, 


the impact generally Is 
registered first in the used 
home market. 
“Fourth quarter resales 
in the west ran 30 to 40 per 
cent above 1974. 
And 
Walker and Lee resales 
began peaking in the third 
Real 
estate 


and fourth quarter and in 
December were 128 per 
c e n t 
b e tte r 
than 
D ecem b er, 1974. Our 
January resales are 44 per 
cent over January, 1975. 
“ The p r ic e of our 
average resale home is go­ 
ing up 12 to 20 per cent a 
year, much faster than 
new home prices have in­ 
creased. This means that 
with people’s equity in 
their existing homes grow­ 
ing so fast, they can better 
afford to move up to new 
homes,” he added. 
Another factor cited by 
Auld is California’s con­ 
tinued high divorce rate. 
About eight per cent of the 
company’s new home sales 
in 1975 were made to 
divorced persons, many of 
w hom n eed ed e x tr a 
bedrooms for children 
He said that singles 
made up another eight per 
cent of the market, mean­ 
ing single household heads 
accounted for 16 per cent 
of all new home sales last 
year. 
The divorce rate also 
d ir e c tly 
a ffe c ts th e 
rem arriage rate. And 
‘ * second-time-around 
com bined fa m ilies in­ 
crease the market for 
h o m es 
in

categories, said Auld 
“ B u ild e r s w ill be 
smaller this year,” said 
Fultoo. Major firms have 
cut their staffs severely 
and we took for the con- 


tinued re-emergence of 
small to medium sized 
builders 
They will not 
have the capability to 
overproduce — or the 
desire to take on high risk 
projects — so we don’t took 
for any serious excess in­ 
ventory problems this 
year. 
“But in 1977, with » m e 
success under the belts of a 
larger number of building 
firms, that could be a 
problem again,” he added 
“We took for most of 
these newer and smaller 
firms to build safe, proven, 
single-fam ily 
detached 
homes, with emphasis on 
the lower end of the price 
scale And, of course, keep­ 
ing prices down means a 
continuing move away 
from urban areas, such as 
central Orange County, to 
the new bedroom com­ 
m u n itie s in o u tly in g 
areas.” 
The result of these 
trends will tend to reduce 
the size of the “average” 
homes » id in 1976. Fulton 
expects the average square 
footage index to drop from 
1,765 to about 1.500 this 
year 
Both taxes and legisla­ 
tion appear to be slightly 
“plus” factors for housing 
in 1976, agreed Fulton and 
Auid 
“Current federal policies 
promise a level income tax 
trend or even reductions 
this year.” said Fulton. 
“It’s doubtful that any tax 
loopholes legislation af­ 
fecting housing will bring 
in enough additional taxes 
to keep pace with the cost 
of services ” 
Auld said restrictive 
legislation still delays 
projects up to two years 
“However, this is easing 
b e c a u se 
of 
lo c a l 
governments' awareness 
of an impending housing 
shortage and of the need to 
keep home prices down. 
Builders need to — and will 
— keep the pressure on 
government to further eaae 
this situation,” said Auld

Persons buying homes in 
California could save more 
than $7,000 during the next 
25 years if bome-buyers 
legislation to be proposed 
by the California Associa­ 
tion of Realtors is enact­ 
ed 
This announcement was 
made by Ira Gribin of 
Sherman Oaks, president 
of the 82,000-member state 
realty organization. 
“We estimate savings to 
a homebuyer, purchasing a 
home with a five-year-old 
loan, could amount to $24 a 
month,” Gribin said. “This 
is a savings of more than 
$7,000 over the life of a 25- 
year loan.” 
The CAR leader said that 
such savings will occur by 
elimination of the acceler­ 
ation clause in most deeds 
of trust. 
“At the present, virtual­ 
ly all loans (except FHA 
and VA) have acceleration 
clauses which permit the 
lender to modify terms of 
the loan,” Gribin stated 
“Namely, this means 
raising interest to current 
rates.” 
The head of the largest 
state real estate organiza­ 
tion in the nation cited the 
following example to sub­ 
stantiate today’s an­ 
nouncement. 


“Let’s assume Mr. and 
Mrs. Homebuyer wish to 
purchase a house on which 
there is a five-year-old 
loan. 
“They could assume the 
loan on the same terms and 
conditions that existed in 
1971, when prevailing in­ 
terest rates were 7‘s per 
cent 
“On a $28,500 30-year 
loan in 1971, monthly pay­ 
ments to principal and in­ 
terest were $185.71.” 
Gribin went on to ex­ 
plain the difference in cost 
five years later, with and 
without an acceleration 
clause. 
“With no acceleration, 
the balance on the original 
loan would be $25.000 with 
25 years’ payments re­ 
maining at the same 7 Mi 


percent rate — still $185.71 
per month. 
“But, with the accelera­ 
tion clause, with interest 
rates at the current 9 per­ 
cent, payments would be 
$209.80 for the next 25 
years. 
“This would mean a sav­ 
ings of $24.09 per month, 
tim es 25 years (300 
months) or $7,227 over the 
remainder of the loan.” 
Gribin said that under 
existing law, a lender has 
the right to raiae the rate 
to current interest rates 
upon the sale of a home 
He said CAR’s proposed 
legislation would prevent a 
lender from accelerating 
or increasing interest rates 
which could amount to a 
substantial saving for Cal­ 
ifornia homebuyers

Rule woman 
can inherit 
own estate 


BALTIMORE (AP) - A 
Baltimore city court has 
restored legal life to a 
woman presumed dead 37 
years ago and says she can 
inherit her own estate, 
which since 1939 has grown 
to over $8.000. 
Rosalie Kelly, 79, was 
ruled dead in 1939. She had 
vanished in 1931 without a 
trace. She has since turned 
up living in a Lanham, 
Md , nursing home and was 
declared alive recently by 
a court here. 
The woman was found 
recently during an inquiry 
into her application for 
welfare. Investigators said 
at the time she had more 
than $40,000 in a checking 
account. 
Her estate, valued in 
1939 at $3,200, was never 
dissolved because the 
court received a telegram 
from a bonding company 
two years after the dis­ 
appearance indicating she 
was alive. 
Court officials said an 
order will be signed stating 
Miss Kelly is alive and 
revoking her sister's rights 
to administer the estate.

A slight feeling of uneasiness at the sight of a policeman is a com 
mon affliction, even among law-abiding citizens. But there’s hope of I 
a cure. At least that's the promise of Oscar winner George Kennedy 1 
("Cool Hand Luke”) in his starring role as a veteran beat cop in The I 
Blue Knight, Wednesdays at 10PM, on CBS. 
"W e’re out to show that the guy in the street and the guy with 
the badge are really together in the fight against crime," says Ken­ 
nedy. "It ’s not the cop against everybody else.” 
Kennedy’s character of Bumper Morgan was created by no less an 
authority than Joseph Wambaugh, who was a Los Angeles policeman 
himself when he wrote the best-selling novel, "The Blue Knight," on 
| 
which the series is based. Wambaugh reluctantly left the force in 
! 
1974, after 14 years service, because of the pressures of his work 
as an author. (His other books are “The New Centurions,” “The 
Onion Field” and the just-published “The Choirboys," all of which 
made the best-seller lists.) But he will serve as special script con­ 
sultant for the series, which he envisions as an overdue tribute to 
the beat cop. 
"H e ’s the officer who has an opportunity to do better police work 
than anyone on the force," Wambaugh explains. "H e 's first at the 
scene, his impressions and observations are vital. He’s not separated 
from the people of his neighborhood by machines or gadgetry. When 
accepted, he can be king of the street 
Kennedy was Wambaugh’s own choice to play The Blue Knight; he 
sent the actor the book’s galley proofs when it was published in 
1972 with a note, "If a fictional character can be mated with a live 
person, you ARE Bumper Morgan." However, it was William Holden, 
making his television debut, who played the role in a four-hour 
dramatization in 1973; he won an Emmy for his portrayal. But 
Holden persuaded Kennedy to take the part in a shorter version 
planned as the series pilot which was broadcast on the Network in 
May, 1975. 
He was born in New York City Feb. 18 to show business parents 
(his father was a composer-conductor, his mother, a vaudeville 
ballet dancer) and toured with them when he was two in a “Jiggs 
and M aggie" company. While still in his teens, he enlisted in the 
Army in 1943, won t w bronze stars with the infantry in Europe and 
stayed in after the war, rising to the rank of captain. 
He worked as technical adviser for the Sgt Bilko television series 
and occasionally appeared on camera. In 1959 a war-connected back 
injury led him to take his Army discharge and he moved to Holly­ 
wood. 
He had no trouble finding work, usually as a heavy. He was a 
villain in such movies as "Strait Jacket," "Charade," "Mirage," 
"The Dirty Dozen," "Shenandoah" and "Cahill, U.S. Marshal." Then 
in 1968 came a big turning point— he played a bad-guy-turned-good 
in "Cool Hand Luke” and won the coveted Academy Award for best 
supporting actor. That led to more diversified roles and stardom in 
“Thunderbolt and Lightfoot," "Airport,” for which he won another 
Oscar nomination; "Zigzag," “Airport 75," "Earthquake," "The Eiger 
Sanction" and his most recent film, “The Hum an Factor." 
In 1971 he also starred in the Sarge television series. Just before 
starting work on Sarge, he had made his stage debut in "Plaza 
Suite," co-starring with Carol Burnett In a sm ash hit production in 
Los Angeles. 
Kennedy's return to television in The Blue Knight is very much 
a matter of choice, as he has had a notably successful career in 
movies. “Most of the big feature films now are made abroad and 
after my years in the service, traveling around the world, I'm a real 
homebody," he says. "I want to be with the kids (13 year-old daugh 
ter Kari and 10 year-old son Chris) and my wife (Revel, whom he 
married in 1959.)"

oat men in the National Basket­ 
ball Association can shoot the 
ball into the basket with great 
regularity. But there are shoot­ 
ers and there are shooters. F amily 
W eekly decided to find out which 
shooters come through best in the clutch, 
and to do so we consulted a panel of 
seven men cloaeiy associated with the 
NBA. Five are currently active stars in 
the league, one is a coach, and the other. 
Jerry West, who played 14 years with the 
Los Angeies Lakers, is almost universally 
regarded as the top clutch shooter the 
game has ever known. 
Each member of the panel was asked 
In the closing seconds of a game, with 
the score Ued, or with one team one or 
two points ahead, which player would be 
most effective in pulling out the victory 
for his team? Here's the way the panel­ 
ists responded:

RICK BARRY 
Rick Barry was tha key man in the sur­ 
prising tour-game sweep by the Golden 
State Warriors in last spring s NBA cham­ 
pionship series over the Washington 
Builds. He was named the Most Valuable 
Player of the playoffs. 
“As far as I’m concerned, the oppo­ 
nent I'd least like to see have the ball in 
the last few secoods of a dose game is 
the guy who creates opportunities. To 
me, the best guy in Urn category is Walt 
Fraziar. There’s no way of playing him 
exactly right in a situation like that. You 
can’t play him to take the jump shot, 
because he’ll drive around you. He» 
going to do something with the ball, you 
know that—but it could be one of three 
things, and that's what makes him so 
dangerous. He’ll either take the shot him­ 
self, set up a teammate or drive into 
somebody and draw a foul. Sometimes 
he’ll get a three-point play out of it. 
“Guys like Walt, and John Havlicak 
of Boston, and Nat* Archibald of Kan­ 
sas City, who can do so many things— 
these are the guys who get the ball at the 
end of the game because they're the 
people who will do something construc­ 
tive to try to win the game for their dubs. 
Thry’rc just as dangerous shooting or 
not shooting. 
'But I think you have to talk about 
foul shots, too. There’s no such thing as 
a cheap free throw. You either make it 
or you don’t. Frankly, I think f m the 
kest foul shooter around, and the aver­ 
ages seem to bear this out. There are 
other good free-throw shooters, too, like 
Mike Nowlin and Catoln Murphy of 
Houston and Jock Morin of Chicago I 
think the main probiem a good foul 
shooter has late to a game is getting tired 
after playing hard for four periods. In 
my cose, I take a couple of extra seconds 


before I shoot a free throw late in a 
game. It’s not because I’m more nervous 
about it, but because I want to take a 
deep breath.’ 


WALT FRAZIER 
A perennial All-NBA selection at guard, 
Walt “Clyde” Frazier of the New York 
Knicks has averaged better than 20 points 
per game in each of the last six seasons. 


“The last couple of years with the 
Knicks have been the toughest for me 
since I came to the NBA. When we won 
the championship in 1970 and 1973, we 
had a lot of stars in the lineup. But it’s 
been different now. Now I’m their top 
star. When you’re the star, you’re the 
guy who’s going to get the ball for the 
last shot—and the guy the other team is 
going to double-team to get you to cough 
up the ball. Talk about pressure. Wow! 
Every night has pressure for me. 
“A lot of this is pressure I’ve put on 


BOB McADOO 
The Buffalo Braves' (Moot-10 center, 
Bob McAdoo, has tod the NBA in scoring 
average the past two seasons and was 
elected the league’s Most Valuable Player 
for the 1974-75 campaign. 
“It’s in the jump shooting. There are 
lots of great jump shooters in our league 
—guys like Ehrin Hayes and Phil 
Chemer 
of 
Washington, and Walt 
Frazier of New York. They can hit the 
jumper better than 50 percent of the 
time. That's the kind of guy I’d want 
taking the last shot in a close game. 
“A lot of times the last shot of a game 
comes down to one thing: Who’s been 
having a good shooting night? On a team 
like ours, which is one of the better 
shooting teams in the NBA, that's how 
we generally look at it. If I happen to be 
hitting that night, I might get the ball at 
the end, but if Jim McMillian or Ernie 
CMGrogorio has been hitting, we’ll try to

myself. When you’re the veteran, the 
other guys need your help and leader­ 
ship. The Warriors won the champion­ 
ship last year because even though they 
had a young team that wasn’t expected 
to do well, they also had Rick Barry, 
who’s a great clutch player. Rick once 
said he didn’t consider himself a great 
shooter but a great scorer. There is a 
difference. He may not be able to stay 
outside and pop jumpers all night like a 
Bob McAdoo or a Phil Chenier can, but 
Rick can kill you in so many different 
ways, setting up his teammates as well as 
getting many of his own points.

Bill Bradley of the Knicks, for example, 
is maybe the most deadly shooter when 
he’s open, but for him to get open you 
have to set up a complicated play that 
may take several passes before the ball 
gets to him. If you only have a few 
seconds, that would be difficult to do. 
Also, the defense would be able to cover 
him more easily by double-teaming than 
they could cover a guy like Walt Fraziar 
or Earl Monroe or Pete Maravicti of 
New Orleans. Those men go out and 
make their plays, and it’s more difficult 
to defend against them in those clutch 
situations. 
‘T o me a guy who was really tough 
with the ball at the end of a game was 
Chet Walker of the Chicago Bulls. He 
was in the league 14 years, and at 6- 
foot-7 he was not the biggest or the 
strongest forward around. But he had a 
great ability to get fouled when he was 
going one-on-one, even when the de­ 
fender knew Chet was going to have the 
ball at the end.” 


RUDY TOMJANOVICH 


One of the top forwards in the NBA, 
6-foot-8 Rudy Tomjanovich averaged 20.7 
points per game last year for the Houston 
Rockets. 
“I’ve seen Walt Fraziar make so many 
pressure shots, it’s amazing. He’s a real 
clutch shooter from the field and from 
the foul line. He must have nerves of 
steel. And he’s so darned good at draw­ 
ing a foul when the Knicks might need 
a three-point play to get back into a 
game or win it. He causes the defense to 
make switches, and that usually leaves 
someone open that Frazier can pass to if 
he doesn’t have a shot himself. 
“A lot goes into being a clutch player. 
1 consider myself one of the top shooters 
around. But when the game is up for 
grabs, a one-on-one player has the best 
chance to help the team out because he 
can do a lot of things. I’m not a good 
one-on-one player. Billy Cunningham 
of Philadelphia is the kind of forward 
that is excellent one-on-one. He’s so in­ 
telligent and has such great moves that 
he forces a defensive player into a mis­ 
take and draws a foul. This gives him 
many three-point plays.” 


WES UNSELD 


Wes Unseld. center for the Washington 
Bullets, made a remarkable comeback 
from several knee operations and led the 
league in rebounding last year. 
“This may surprise you, but to me the 
best clutch shooter in the NBA is Earl 
Monroe of the Knicks. Walt Frazier is 
great, sure, but in my mind Earl is the 
only guy who can get off a shot anytime 
he wants. We were teammates on the 
Bullets for three seasons, and Earl hit the 


big shots for us night after night. When 
he had the ball and started spinning 
toward the hoop with all those moves he 
has, you just knew he'd take his man all 
the way in and get off a shot. 
“The guys who have shot the best 
under pressure since I came into the NBA 
in 1968 have been Earl, Frazier, John 
Havlicek 
and Rick Barry. What it 
comes down to is their versatility. You 
can shut off a pure shooter, make sure 
he can’t get to the ball or that he doesn’t 
get into position if he does get the ball. 
But these guys create their own oppor­ 
tunities, and that makes them very 
tough to stop. 
“After a while, an experienced player 
can see which guys don’t like the ball in 
the closing seconds of a close game. I’ve 
tried to help our younger players each 
year by letting them know which guys on 
the other clubs are the least likely to have 
the ball for a last shot. This way, a young

player can learn which guys he can lay 
back from on defense when a situation 
like that arises. Then we can go double­ 
team that clutch player till the final 
buzzer.” 


JERRY WEST 


When Jerry West came to the NBA in 
1960, someone wrote that his scrawny 
6-foot-3 frame would never last five sea­ 
sons in the pros. Despite having his nose 
broken nine times. West became one of 
the game's all-time superstars. 
“My pet peeve in pro basketball is the 
excess publicity given to guys who just 
score points. Every year guys come up 
who score 20 points per game but really 
aren't all that talented overall, and people 
call them ‘stars.’ It's just not so. 
“There are lots of guys who can score 
points in the NBA who would be the last 
guys you’d want to have handling the ball 
at the end of a tight game. Actually 1 
always found it easier to score in clutch 
situations. Many players are afraid to be 
aggressive on defense in those situations 
because they don’t want a foul. 
“The guys I’d most want to see with the 
ball if my team needed a big play to win a 
game in the last few seconds would be 
John Havlicek, Rick Barry and Walt 
Fraziar. Havlicek didn’t have a real great 
year last season, but he's still capable of 
making the big play. Frazier and Barry 
are guys you can’t defend against because 
they can shoot and pass so well. That's 
what I mean about guys who not only 
can score but can do 
other things, too."

2. It’s not hard to spot a phony if you 
know what to look for. 
3. Phonies frequently use laughter as a 
cover-up strategy, laughing when noth­ 
ing is funny. 
4. Being a phony can be dangerous to 
your health.

ANSWERS 


1. True. Their various specialties may 
include frecloading, gate-crashing, name- 
or place-dropping merely to impress the 
impressionable, as special routines de­ 
signed to soften up acquaintances for 
loans, etc. And there are some who 
operate just for the kicks, as a sort of 
ego trip. 
2. True. A ll you need is a telltale clue. 
For example, if he’s the place-dropping, 
been-everywhere, knows-everybody type 
of phony, throw him a subtle curve by 
asking him if that quaint bistro, “The 
Purple Onion,” around the corner from 
Madame Marchand’s place is still popu­ 
lar with the jet set. If he replies yes, 
you’ve got him cold! For, of course, 
you’ve made up the place. You can use 
a similar technique if he begins telling 
you of the famous authors among his 
personal acquaintances. To check him 
out fast, give him the non-book treat­ 
ment. Say to him, "You must have read 
the new book [think up an imposing 
title] that's creating such a stir in literary 
circles.” If he’s a phony, he’s likely to 
reply with a sage nod that “ It's a re­ 
markable work,” or some such “safe” 
comment. If he’s really in form, he may 
even volunteer that the publisher sent 
him advance proofs. Anyway, you’ve got 
his number. 
3. True. As psychological studies have 
demonstrated, the person who is playing 
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a spurious role frequently uses laughter 
as a smoke screen to mask the nervous­ 
ness and anxiety that every pretender 
feels now and then. When asked pointed 
questions which he feels may come close 
to exposing him as a fraud, he will 
simply laugh ami then change the sub­ 
ject. Such people, as one authority has 
pointed out in summing up his flndings, 
“have come to use laughter chronically 
as a substitute for the expression of gen­ 
uine feelings and thoughts.” And it’s 
pointed out that mirthless laughter— 
when it occurs repeatedly—is frequently 
a tip-off of attempts to conceal the truth. 
4. True. Physical and emotional tensions 
produced by the practice of deceit can 
seriously interfere with the proper func­ 
tions of vital organs, according to stud­ 
ies. In addition to affecting our bodily 
well-being, deceiving others produces 
inner conflicts that can seriously affect 
mental health. And, as studies of acci­ 
dent proneness have shown, the worry, 
anxiety and cumulative guilt feelings 
resulting from a lifestyle of pretense 
tend to make such people accident and 
illness prone.

There's something 
about him that doesn’t ring true.” And 
human behavior specialists have found 
that, more often than not, such an im­ 
pression is quite valid.

t’s tough for a little boy to have a retarded 
baby sister who is constanUy left in his 
care. But Tony Orlando credits who and 
what he is to Rhonda Marie, the sister for 
whom be cared until her death last year at 21.

left for what others consider a 
normal family life. But my 
mother wouldn’t have it any 
other way, and I wouldn’t be 
the same person the public 
seems to have accepted if it 
weren’t for my experience with 
Rhonda Marie. I’ll tell you why. 
“Rhonda couldn’t speak. Nor 


could she reason. She could just 


react. When she was sad, she 
cried. And when she was happy, 
she laughed. She never learned, 
as we all do, to build up defen­ 
ses. In other words, everything 
about Rhonda’s reactions was 
real. There was no guile or pre­ 
tense. I couldn’t fake emotions 
with her. She couldn’t be fooled. 
I either gave her what I was 
feeling or I gave nothing. It’s 
the same thing you do with 
your audiences.

Perhaps most im portant, 
Tony says Rhonda Marie taught 
him about love and what it is. 
“And how basic it is to sur­ 
vival,’’ he says. ’’Rhonda was 
fed, sheltered and clothed, but 
she reacted to the warmth of 
another 
human 
being. 
She 
laughed when held. She re­ 
turned love by laughing when 
you entered a room—by trying 
to touch your hand with hers. 
It was beautiful. It was also 
beautiful when I learned that 
love-real love—is wanting noth­ 
ing back in return. We loved 
Rhonda Marie and did what we 
could for her, knowing the best 
she could return was a smile. 
And that was quite enough. It’s 
a pity that we lose the simpli­ 
city of love as we mature.” 
Tony credits his performing 
ability to his day-to-day involve­ 
ment with his sister. When he 
discovered she would kick her 
feet in time to the music on the 
radio, he began singing to her.

He cites staggering figures. 
“ There are six and a half million 
mentally retarded in the U.S. with 
another 
126,000 
born yearly. 
There is no cure because mental 
retardation is not a disease. But 
there is a preventive and few 
people are aware of it. Malnutri­ 
tion—poor diet—is one of the 
major causes of retardation. We 
must educate people to that fact. 
Poor people are most likely to 
produce mentally retarded chil­ 
dren because expectant mothers 
can’t get good nourishment. But 
even affluent people aren't im­ 
mune. Women who live on junk 
food can give birth to a mentally 
retarded child no matter how 
much money they have. 
"Most of us love children,” 
says Tony, “ and most who marry 
want a family. Why is it we take 
eo few precautionary measures 
to prevent giving birth to re­ 
tarded babies? Very few people 
know that there are over 200 
conditions leading to mental re­ 
tardation, many of which can be 
determined through simple tests 
in a doctor’s office—and then 
corrected if they exist!” 


I had to dredge up something- 
no matter how 1 felt, good or 
bad. 
“My need as a performer,” 
continues Tony, “is to reach 
people. I’ve been accused of 
being corny and sloppily senti­ 
mental, but I want to touch 
people. My need is to reach in 
and share who and what I am 
and have it received. What I 
want in return is what I got 
from Rhonda . . . a smile. If I 
can’t achieve that with an audi­ 
ence, I’m cheating them in some 
way. I’m being cheap with Tony 
Orlando, not really sharing him, 
and the audience senses it.” 
Tony seems to be a happy 
man. “I have iWfcver done any­ 
thing I haven’t wanted to, and 
I do everything today that I 
want to do. 1 always try to 
please me because if I'm 
pleased, I can be pleating to 
others.’* 
The others who are very im­ 
portant in his life are his wife, 
Elaine, and his sons, Jon and 
Kenny. “I thank God every day 
that my own kids were 
bom healthy.”
